Will it 
happen again in the Dominican Republic? Irf this 
should happen, the C.I.A. should be tried for 
TREASON.' Somethi-j.g is wrong.' Is it not possible 
for the President of the United States, president 
of the most powerful nation in the world, to know 
what is going on in all parts of the globe, and not 
just depend on reporters and foreign service person- 
nel Vifho get their information second hand? And why 
shoudd not the nation as a whole know the true facts? 

Along vflth our C.I.A. , I feel vei-y shamed-face 
about our foreign service. i.'hy don't we have a 
Foreign Service Academy where we can train profes- 
sional personnel for our embassies and legations 
where the Cold Xi&r is fought, as v/e train our pro- 
fess;' onal military men who fight the real wars? 

I feel that the Peace Corps is a wonderful start 
towards understanding and helping underdeveloped 
countries, but ?/ouldn't it be possible to augment 
this corps with a drafted corps of men and v/omen v/ho 
would serve in our embassies and legations in every 
capacity from chauffeurs to cooks, and not depend on 
questionable foreign eraplo^/ees about who we kno¥/ 
nothing?

If I had 
not been able to serve in the Armed Service of our 
country during V/orld liar II I would have been very 
happy to serve in a corps of civilians wherever they 
would have been needed.
